Ab Unknown Jchoomer Sloughs Into the Cunard 
Steamer Oreou, and Sinks Her—The Rescue 
ot Her yiving Freight by the German 
Steaeer Fulda—Other Casualties. 


New York, Mareh 14.—The lookout at Fire 
Island sta ion, sighted a four masted steamer 
movine sry slow seaward. Later she turned 
southeas. and since hasbeen drifting in that 
direction. being about fifteen miles southeast 
vf thisyoint. Only the tops of her mast can 
be secn. but the observers think it is the Brit- 
ish steamer Oregon, from Liverpool. At 11:15 
she had drifted ont of sight. At 4:50, p. m. 
ghe German steamer Fulda, from Bremen, via 
Southampton, off this point, report by signal 
that the steamer Oregon is sunk, Al! the pas- 
<« ngers of the Oregon are on board the [ul/la. 
KUN INTO BY THE SCHOONER. 

The steamer Oregon wasrun into the 
schooner between 3 and 4 o'clock “this morn- 
ing, while east of Fire island, having two holes 
stove into her. She commenced sinking at 
once. lart of her passengers were transicrred 
to the pilot boat,and part to the hooner, 
and it is believed they were all subsequently 
transferred to the steamer Fulda. There are 
over (0 passengers, and the crew of the 
Oregon orthe Fulda, The Oregon was en- 
tirely abandoned, Shesunk at 1 p. m., today. 

The ©regon:belonged to the Cunard line, 
and was one of the largest, most maguificent 
and fleetest vessels afloat. Her remarkably 
quick runs between Queenstown and New 
York «re still fresh in the public mind. 

‘THE RESCUING STEAMER. 

The German steamship Fulda, Captain 
Ringk, from Bremen, which arrived this af 
fernoon. reportsthat shestopped off Fire is- 
land March 14th, at12:15 p. m., in order to 
fake Up the passengers and crew of the’ (re- 
gon, and anchored at the bar off Sandy Hook, 
on accouut of the low water at 6:25 p.m. the 
same day. Thesaved ofthe Oregon are 155 
first cabin, sixty-six second cabin, fand 339 
Stecrage passengers. 

THE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

The steamer Oregon collided with an un- 
known decp laden three masted schooner tbe 
Tith inst., at 4:20 a. m., when between lire 
island light and. Shinrecook, striking the 
steamer onthe port side immediately under 
the dining saloon, tearing a large hole in her 
side under the water. Captain Cather, of the 
Oregon, was below, {the chief officer being in 
charge on the bridge. One of the passengers 
States that the hole was so large that one could 
draw « horse and wagon through it: also when 
ihe vessels collided it sounded like the report 
ofan ordinary cannon. The boatswere, after 
some difficulty. manned and lowered into the 
water. The ladies first got in the boats 
and were transferred tothe pilot boat No. 11, 
and the schooner Fannie A. Gorham, Captain 
Mahour, from Jacksonville for Boston. From 
Sto ld a. m., the work of transferring the pas- 
sengers was proceeded with. Al! were trans- 
ferred i» safety, nota single life being lost. 

+}. m., they were all transferred again 
ner Fuldor, which, owing to t! 
the tide, was obliged to anchor 
Sandy ticok. Captain Coltier was the la: 
man to lcave the ship. 

THE STORY OF THE DISASTER. 

The Oregon was expected to arrive at her 
pier im North ‘river at noon today. As sh 
coasted along the Long Island shore yesterday 
morning, the first faint suggestion of dawn 

appearing in the east. The morning was 
‘the sea and wind was calm. Suddenly a 
ber was seen coming up from the south- 
west. und holding her courseas if to run 
across the Oregon’s bow. Then the collisioa 
came, the unknown schooner striking the 
huge stcamer on the port side, and crashing 
through heriron plates. ‘The shock of the 
collision immediately awoke the sleeping 
passencers, and that portion of the crew who 
were having their watch below. The pas: 
sengers xt first were thrown into great con- 
fusion, but the calmness of the officers, and the 
fact that day was just beginning to !reak 
over the tranquil sea, reassured them. At the 
Zime the collision took place, the pilot boat 
No. 11 was about.to put a pilot on board, and 
the schooner, Fannie A. Gorham, of Boston, 
WAS passing near. 
THE RESCUE. 

The pilot boatiand the passing schooner, 
witnessing the accident, immediately bore 
flown tO the’ scence, and lay by 
ready to offer assistance. An 
examination of the Oregon showed that she 
had two holes in her pest sides below the 
water line, as if the schooner had rebounded 
from the first blow, and then struck. the 
steamerasecond time, All efforts to stop the 
leaks were unavailing and the great steamer 
hegan to settle in the water. The boats had 
beeu lowered when the accident first occurred. 
It was evident the Oregon would keep afloat 
for some hours, but that it would be impossi- 
bie to bring her intoport. The work of ferry- 
ing the passengers to the waiting schooner 
and pilot back was begun at once. Soon 
afterwards the North German Lloyd steam- 
ship Fulda, bound from Hamburg for New 
York, was sighted, and as soon as she was 
near enough, she was signaled to stop and 

ake the (regon’s passengers on board. 
THE NEWS IN THE CITY. 

As soon as the report of theaccident reached 
the city, a fleet of tugs was immediately sent 
down by the Cunard company’s agent to meet 
the Fulda. The tug boat Fletcher, which went 
down after the mail, arrived at Cunard 
pier at 11:40 p.m. W.G. Sway, United States 
inspector, who has charge of the mail, said he 
only succeeded in recovering sixty-nine of the 
more than six hundred which were on 
board when the collision occurred. None ofthe 
baggage, he said, was saved. The emigrants 
bemeancd their fate in losing their eflects, 
for to some ofthem the goods which went 
down in the Oregon was all they owned. The 
mnknown schooner which struck the VUregon 
wasa large three masted one. She was so 
heavily laden she was dcep in the water, and 
she hit the steamer a full square blow.

The shops were opened yesterday at 11 o'clock, 
and the whistle blown, but nobody went to 
work from the ranks of the strikers except one 
or two men. The Knights of Labor 
held a meeting yesterday, at which it was 
voted unanimously to remain away from the 
shops, and rot go back to work until the 
trouble was settled. The strikers have had a 
large:circular printed and posted here, con- 
demning the course pursued by (Governor 
Brown, and claiming that he has misrepre- 
seuted the state of affairs, or is being hood- 
winked by his subordinate otlicers 

MEN RESUMING WORK, 

VEATHERFORD, Tex., March 14.—W. EF.

The Muss Created by the Return of a Long 
Lost Husband. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 14.—Seventeen 
years ago Ruius Warren Nye, of Wayne coun- 
ty. murricd Miss Olive Rose. Fhey have one 
boy. After living together a few years Nye 
deserted his home. and until Saturday neither 
hie wife nor any of his relatives had 
heard anything of him, and 
he was supposed to be dead. 
Nye. after many wanderings, has at last turned 
up. On Saturday the almost forgotten man 
and his brother, whom he had previously dis- 
covered, arrived at the house of H. M. Fowler, 
whose family are relatives of theNyes. Nye’s 
son, now aboua seventeen years of age, went 
to his mother’s (now Mrs. Kerns) home 
and told her that his father had come back, 
Mrs. Nye-Kerns wént to Fowler’s and there 
met her long absent husband. A _ reconcilia- 
tion took place. Nye and Kerns thereupon 
had an interview, at which it was agreed that 
Nye shonld buy the household effects and that 
Kerns would relinquish all claims upon the 
woman. 

Kerns left for Buffalo, and today word was 
received at Sodus that Nye, his wife and son 
had reached East Saginaw, Mich., where they 
are to settle. 


A Curious Suicide. 

NEW HAVEN, March 11.--David Milier, of 
Westville. two miles from here, committed 
suicide ina peculiar manner. At 4:30 p. m. 
his mother found his dead body in the woods, 
about 300 feet back of the house. He had cut 
a stick and madea niche in it to fit the trigger 
of his gun. Then, lying full length on his 
hack, and steadying the gun with his left 
hand, he pulled the trigger with his right, dis- 
charging four fingers of coarse shot into his 
head, which be had raised on a level with the 
gun barrel. The upper part of his head had 
been shot completely away. Religious excite- 
ment was the cause of thesuicide. Miller had 
been a frequent attendant at the salvation 
army mectings and there experienced religion. 


The Woman Wouldn’t Marry Him. 

CATAWISSA, Pa,, March 14.—John Freylig, 
aged fifty-three years, a farmer, worth $75,- 
O00, located near Roaring Creek, eight miles 
-outh of this place, committed suicide by first 
piercing his body with a pair of scissors and 
then blowing his face off with a shotgun. 
The cause of the suicide was the refusal of 
bis housekeeper. a woman of thirty-five, to 
marry him.

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


THE SENATE TO CONTINUE THE 
OLD DEBATE. 

The House Likely to Keach the Call of Commit- 
tees—The Measures Likely to be KReported— 
Biand to Bring Up His Silver Resolution 
~—General Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The most impor- 
tant morning hour business in the senate dur- 
ing the week is likely to be an attempt to pass 
the bill to quiet the title of settlers upon the 
Des§{Moines river lands in Iowa, over the presi- 
dent's veto, and the consideration of the elec- 
toral count bill: At 2 o'clock each day the 
judiciary committee report and resolution will 
be taken up. 

The wide range taken by the debate in the 
house of representatives last week on the In- 
dian appropriation bill prevented final action 
on it, but as the general discussion is now lim- 
ited to one hour, there is no dou)ht the bill will 
be passed early in the present week. 

The next appropriation bill on the calendar 
is the postoffice appropriation bill, which is 
likely to give rise to much discussion, and con- 
sume the remainder of the week, exclusive of 
the morning hours. 

After the call of states tomorrow for the in- 
troduction of bills and resolutions, the speaker 
will call committees in their order for motions 
to suspend the rules. Owing to special orders 
on the previous “‘third Monday,” this monthly 
call has not been made so far during the ses- 
sion, and will therefore begin with the first 
committee on the list, the committee on elec- 
tions. None of the committees will have any- 
thing to offer until the committee on banking 
and currency is reached. That committee 
will moveto suspend the rules and pass the 
bill to provide for the change of location and 
increase of capital stock of natlonal banks. 
The debate on this measure will probably not 
occupy the time allowed under the rules, and 
when the next committee, coinage, weights 
and measures, 1s called, Chairman Bland will 
offer a resolution to fix a day for the consid- 
eration of the silver question. Ifthe commit- 
tee on commerce, which is next on the list, is 
reached, Mr. Reagan, under instructions 
from the committee, will ask that a 
day be fixed for the consideration of the inter- 
state commerce bill. When the labor commit- 
tee is called, a resolution will be offered to fix 
a day for the discussion of the eight-honr bill. 
If the pensions committee is reached, 
Mr. I:idridge. of Michigan, intends 
to offer the amended Mexican  pen- 
sion bill, which, it is believed 
will not be subject to the objections made 
against the measure that was sought to be 
passed last Monday under the suspension of 
therules. Thecommittee on claims has upon 
the public calendar several measures in regard 
tothe claims of states against the United 
States, and the discussion of these, and possi- 
bly some measure called up by the District of 
Columbia committee, will occupy the morning 
hours of the week.

GARLAND'S LITTLE TELEPHONE 
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The Special Committee of the House Begins 
Its Investigation. : 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The special com 
mittee of the house charged with the inquiry 
into the issuance of Pan-Electric Telephone 
stock to government oflicers, began its investi- 
gation vesterday. Mr. Boyle, of Pennsylvania, '- 
chairman of the committee, which is composed 
of Messrs. Oats of Alabama, Hale of Missouri, 
Eden of Illinois, Hale of Iowa, Millard of New 
York, Ranney of Massachusctts, 
Kansas, and Moffatt of Michigan. Mr. Hale 
stated that Mr. Pulitzer was about to leave for 
New York.{and desired to be examined during 
the day. 

Mr. Casey Young said that he represented the 
persons charged—the stockholders and direc- 
torsof the Van-Electric Telephone company— 
and wished to know the {line in which the in 
vestigation was to be conducted so as to make 
adequate preparations. 

Mr. Ranney did not understand that charges 
had been made against any one—the commit- 
tee was simply a committee of investigation. 

Mr. Eden understood that the reason for the 
organization of the committee was that certain 
charges had been made in leading newspapers 
reflecting upon the official integrity of certain 
government officers. | 

Mr. Oates suggested that the newspaper arti- 
cles be put in evidence at once, that the com- 
mittee might proceed intelligently. Evidence 
might then be taken touching those matters 
complained of, and the committee would ascer- 
tain if the newspaper men could sustain the 
charges. 

Mr. Ranney did not believe that course wss 
practicable— it would necessitate the examina- 
tion of a great number of newspaper men.

FOUND IN A BRUSH HEAP. 


A Bullet in Her Skull Tells the Cause ot He 
Death. 

Boston, March 14.—The fleshless skeleton 
ofa woman witha bullet hole in the head, 
and with the fingers covered with expensive 
rings. has been found in an old pasture in 
Wrentham, Mass, Thomas Ody was hunting 
and noticed his dog snuffing about an oid 
brush heap in a peculiar manner. Thinking 
it was some game Ody pulled the brush away 
and was horrified to discover the bones of a 
human body. The news of the discovery 
quickly went from house to house, and many 
people in the village were soon on the spot. 
No flesh remained on the bones, which are 
those of a woman, of full size, about thirty 
years old. The body, from all appearances, 
must have lain {where found for two years or 
more. A bullet hole in the skull plainly told 
the manner of her death. Nothing was found 
to ‘carry out the idea of suicide. The 
clothing was badly rotted and frozen. The hair 
was of golden brown. Clinging to the fiesh- 
less fingers were several goid rings, and on the 
wrist was a handsome wrought bracelet, tar- 
nished by long exposure. Around what once 
had been a shapely neck hung, clogged with 
mud and ice, a small locket, tightly fastened 
with rust and dirt. Upon this being forced 
open there were found, well preserved, the 
pictures of two handsome young men. Near 
her band, frozen tothe ground, were the re- 
mains of what had once been a fine cambric 
handkerchief. 

Detective Pratt states that this case brings 
to mind an incident that may yet throw some 
light upon this subject. He remembers that 
about two years ago a young man named 
Thowas Ody found a shaw! lying inthe vi- 
cinity of the place where the body was 
found, but the circumstance was not thought 
worth investigating. Not farfrom the place 
where the shaw! and body were found is a 
spot used frequently in summer by dancing 
parties and the ill-fated woman may have 
seen the last of life at one of these festivities. 
It is hoped that the jewelry and pictures found 
with the body may be of some use in identify- 
ing the remains and thus lead to an explana- 
tion of the mystery. This ghastly discovery, 
tollowing so closely on the fearful murder of 
the Arrington woman at Foxboro. only five 
miles distant, has caused intense excitement 
in that section of the state.

siguipg the contracthe examined the laws and 
statutes of Kentucky bearing upon the coal min- 
ing, and that he found nothing therein which he 
deemed derogatory to his interests in making said 
investment; that he, having taken an obligation 
which forbade and preeluded him from being in 
aby Manner interested in any enterprise wherein. 
convict labor was emplored outside of the prison 
walis, made special inquiry with reference 
to the employment of convict labor 
in _ Said coal mine, and was 
promised faithfully that it should never be done. 
Phat he did not find any law of the state of Ken- 
tucky authorizing employment of convicts in coal 
mines,and therefore considered that subject no 
further.

Should you 
invite cavitalists to come intothis state and in- 
vest their mouey incoal mines and then hire your 
convicts toan adjoining mine, or one to compete 
ia the same territory, withont knowing that such 
a policy would ultimately break down and bank- 
ruptthe company notusing the convicts’? Will 
tbat policy elicit the investment of even yourdo- 
mestic Capital in coal mines in this siate’ It should 
be apparent, therefore, to every member of the 
general assembly of Kentucky that convicts of the 
state should not be employed in mining coal un- 
anequal showing and convicts are had b 
every coal mine inthe state, else the state indi 
rectly, ifmot directly, discriminates against ng 
lic enterprises within its borders, and thus aids in 
bankrupting those whom it invited hither.

And Considerable Dissatisfaction is “Created 
jThereby. 3 

NEW York, March 11.—There is much dis 
satisfaction among the membersof the Catholi: 
university committee, to meet shortly in 
Washington. The university has >ecn endowed 
by Miss Caldwell with *3500,000; by Mr. Eugene 
Kelly with $50,000, and good sums from other 
wealthly Catholics. It is claimed thatin the 
management eastern men predominate: the 
western men object to the selection of 
Washington as the site, and strong dissat- 
isf.ction also exists because Bishop Thoma; 
A BBecker, formerly of Delaware, but now 
of Savannah, was not honored with a place on 
the committee. It is well known that Bishop 
Becker was the originator of the Catholic uni- 
versity idea in thiscountry. As early as 186% 
he traveled through the east and south advo- 
cating the idea, preparing the minds of the 
clergy and people for its execution, and writing 
essays to show the necessity of a national Cath- 
olic university in America, and the feasibility 
of his plan for establishing it. In fact, the 
bishop exhibited such continuous enthu- 
siasm about it that it came to be known 
as ‘‘Becker’s hobby.’ When, then, the Catholic 
mind bad been prepared for the project; when 
prelates all overthe country began to think it 
was practicable, and when the Catholic hie- 
rarchy, in council assem)led, determined to 
carry it out,the man who was source of the 
whole thing was entirely ignored. Not only 
was he refused a place on the committee: not 
only did his fellow bishops decline to consult 
him, but there seemed to be a general dispo- 
sition to forget altogether that the bishop of 
Wilmington had ever uttered the word uni- 
versity, 

It might be unjustifiable to attribute this 
ccurse to jealousy, but it is quite certain that, 
hed Bishop Becker received the recognition he 
deserved, he would have at once become the 
leader of the movement. He is undoubtedly 
the most learned of American Catholic pre- 
lates. He is familiar with fourteen languages, 
can speak cight with some fluency, and has 
& reading acquaintance with several more. 
besides, bis scientific knowledge is extensive 
and varied, extending into all the well known 
fields of science as well as some that have 
been little explored. He has been called the 
‘intellectual Saul” ofthe Catholic hierarchy 
in the United States, and all who know him 
think that he well deserves the title. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that there should be 
sc1ie dissatisfaction on account of the snub 
bishop Becker has received. Those who have 
at heart the welfare of the university move- 
ment carnestly hope that the meeting of the 
committee will have the effect of removing al! 
cissensions by readjusting its personnel.

A MOUNTAIN TRAGEDY. 


THE PATHETIC SIDE OF LIFE 
AMONG MOONSHINERS. 


Dying for a False Lover—How “ Little Kate” was 
Killed and. What Became of Her Slayer—A 
A Story of Love, Despair and Death 
in the Mountains of Kentucky. 


MOREHEAD, Ky., March 7.—A party of 
United States internal revenue officers, under 
command of Special Bailiff Tom Prather, 
raided throngh Rowan and the adjoining 
eounty of Morgan this week. At an abandoned 
still house on one of the numerous headings 
of Yoeum creek, Morgan county, they found 
the dead and partly decomposed body of Dick 
Alfrey, the last of that famons family of 
moonshiners, who have for years defied the 
t nited States authorities. The still house was 
arude shanty of unhewn logs. and, lyinz in 
one corner, with his head among the dead em- 
bers of the still fire, was Alfrey’s body. He 
had evidently committed snicide, for the muz- 
zie of his long squirrel rifle was clenched be- 
tween his fleshless jaws. The upper part of 
his skull was missing and pieces of the 
shattered bone were found imbedded 
in the dry bark of the com pos- 
ing the shanty. His taking-off was the 
last act of a most pathetic tragedy. Two 
years ago Alfrey ran an illicit still in the very 
nouse in which he committed self-murder. 
iis partner was old Bill Elliott, well known 
in both Rowanand Morgan countiesas Crip- 
pled Bill, he having been badly wounded in 
one of John Morgan’s raids. from the effects of 
which be never reeovered. sill Elliott made 
his appearance on Yocum creek immediately 
after the surrender at Appomattox and 
bought a small tract of rough land on Squirrel 
ridge. By dint of much labor he cloared 
away the heavy timber and thick underbrush 
and erected’ a small cabin, a cow shelter and 
the other rude shanties that go to make up 
the buildings ofa ridge farme: He might 
have been a very sociable and companionable 
man in his early manhood, but his misfortunes 
seemed to have soured his disposition and he 
made few acquaintances and fewer friends. 
ELCOPED WITH HIS NEIGHBOR'S DAUGHTER. 

His nearest neighbor was Squire Dink Han- 
na aud one night, much tothe ‘Squire’s indig- 
nation and everyone else’s surprise, Crippled 
Bill and his neighbor's youngest daughter, 
Capitola, mounted their horses and rode across 
the country to the ‘hio river, crossing which 
stream they were made man and wife by 
‘Squire Massie Beasley, at Aberdeen, the Gret- 
na Green of America. They returned to Squir- 
rel Kidge two days afterward and began life 
qmetly and modestly in Crippled Bill’s hum- 
ble cabin. Bill evidently loved his young and 
pretty wife, and she was devotedly attached to 
her homely husband. Dink Hanna 
never forgave his daughter for her mar- 
riage and the two families were estranged. 
About a vear alter the elopement a daughte: 
was born to the strangely matched couple 
and three days after the little one opened 
its cyes the mother closed hers in death. Crip- 
pled Bill mourned for his lost mate as oulya 
strong man can and when an unilettered mouu- 
tain preacher pronounced over her grave the 
last rites that Christians give to their dead he 
threw himself upon the mound and groaned 
in agony of spirit. The rough but kindly 
néeizhborsicd him home. When he entered 
bis cabin with asad and melancholy face his 
haggard eyes fell upon the motherless babe 

sleeping qnietly in the home-made cradle that 
the neighbor woman, who had nursed Bill’s 
wife in her last sickness, had drawn up before 
the blazing fire of pine knots. The helpless- 
ness and innocence of the babe no doubt 
kindled in his bosom new bope for the future 
for his face grew brighter and he turned to 
the neighbors who had followed him and said 
with rough kindliness: 

*Naburs, the berryin’s over. I'm gwine ter 
make atresh start ter-morrow fur her sake'”’ 
and be pointed to the sleeping child and, bend- 
ing down, kissed the little pink cheeks. 

To everybody's surprise the child lived. He 
called her Kate and asshe grew older the 
adjective ‘little’ was added to her name be 
cause Of her fairy like grace and delicacy of 
limnband feature. and when she was seven 
years old everybody on Yocum knew Crippled 
Bill’s Little Kate. 

CRIVPLED BILL TURNS MOONSHINER. 

She loved her rough old father and he lived 
only for her. About this time. or, to be more 
precise, in 1-74. Crippled Bil! fell in with the 
Alfrey boys and they induced him to join them 
in runninga moonshine still. The profits of 
the business were something enormous—if 
you didn’t get caught—and Crippled Bill 
became their partmer. For upwards of 
ten years they conducted their illicit business 
and defied capture. 

im. ) 0: um creek isone of the most 
streams in Mouutain Kentucky. It 
Morgau county and cmpties into the Licking, 
nearly opposite Morehead. Fora distance of 
five miles it runs through the narrows of Yo 
cum, a deep and gloomy canyon, through 
which trends a rongh wagon road. This road 
crosses the little stream a hundred and fifty- 
seven times and the gorge is one ofthe most 
weirdly picturesque spots in America. Cliffs, 
whoge tops tower hundreds of feet above the 
bed of the stream, wall it on either side. 
Their faces are covered with a thick vrowth 
of laurel bushes, and tall firs and pines over- 
hang their summits. Professor Henry, of the 
Smithsonian institution, visited the narrows 
once and made a carefal examination of the 
cliffs on both sides. He found behind the 
screen of laurel bushes roomy cayes, and in 
the depths of these caverns the bones of 
the great cave bear and traces of 
that curious pre-historic race, the cave dwell- 
ers. It was in one of these caverns that [Crip- 
pled Bill Eliott and the Alfrey boys carried on 
the business of illicit distilling. They disposed 
of the product of their stillto the lumbermen 
on the river and divided among themselves 
the protit. The gang had numerous encounters 
with the revenue officers, and one after anoth- 
er of the Alfreys were killed until only Dick 
remained. There were warrants out for his 
arrest charging him with killing a revenue 
officer and with illicit distilling. Armed with 
his long squirrel rifle he roamed through the 
wountains and freely visited the towns, hoast- 
ing that he would kill the first man who made 
a warlike movement toward him. He spent 
bis money freely and had hundreds of friends 
seattered about the country. who warned him 
whenever a marshal’s posse approached. 

A MOONSHINER'8 DEFIANCE. 

Once in 1580. while visiting his father’s 
bouse on the Licking River road, a party of 
revenue officers rode up and surrounded the 
house, keeping, however, at 2 re«pectful dis 
tance, for they knew that Dick wasa dead 
shot and none of them wanted te make mar- 
ters of themselves. Every door and window of 
the house was barricaded and when the mar- 
shal’s men cautiously approached Dick'< voice 
was heard ordering them to stop. 

“Yeall racsentmakea rush, for I'll killa 
balf a dozen uv ye afore ye git hyar. The ole 
man’s well purvided with rrshuns, an’ [ kin 
stand ye offfura month. Dad an’ I'll take 
turns standin’ guard, an’ we'll keep it up night 
an’ day.” 

The marshal’s party, after consulting among 
themselves, mounted their horses and rode 
away,and Dick went back£to his mountain 
eyrie to distil more whisky.

The Great Divine Delivers the Tenth of His 
Series of Sermons on the “Marriage Ring.”

By the 
time she gets to young womanhood she is pale 
and worn out, and her attractiveness has 
been sacrificed on the altar of sisterly fidelity, 
and she is consigned to celibacy and society 
calls her by an upgallant name, bit in heaven 
they call her Miriam. In most families the 
two most undesirable places inthe record of 
births are the first and the last, the first be- 
cause she is worn out with the cares of a 
home that cannot afford to hire help, and the 
last because she is spoiled as a pet. Among 
the grandest equipages that sweep through 
the streets of heaven will be those occupied 
by sisters who sacrificed themselves for 
brothers. They will have the finest of the 
\pocalyptic white horses, and many who on 
earth looked down upon them will have to 
turn out to let them pass. 

Let sisters not begrudge the time and care 
bestowed on a brother. It is hard to believe 
that any boy that you know so well as your 
brother can ever turn out anything very use- 
tul. Well, he may not be a Moses. ‘There is 
only one of that kind needed for six thousand 
years. But I tell you what your brother will 
be—cither a blessing ora curse to society and 
a candidate for happiness or wretchedness. 
He will, like Moses, have the choice between 
rubics and living coals, and your influence 
will have much to do with his decision. He 
may not like Moses, be the deliverer of a na- 
tion but he may, after your father 
and mother are gone, be the 
deliverer of a household, W hat 
thousands of homes to-day are piloted by 
brothers’ ‘here are preperties now well in- 
vested and yielding income for the support of 
sisters and younger brothers, because the older 
brother rose to the leadership from the day the 
father laid down to die. Whatever you do for 
vour brothers will come back to youagain, If 
you set him an ill-natured, cevsorious, unac- 
commodating example, it will recoil upon you 
from his own irritated and despoiled nature. 
If you by patience with all his intirmitics 
and by nobility of character, dwell with him, 
in the few years of your companionship, you 
will bave yourcounsel retlected back upon you 
some day by his splendor of behavior in some 
crisis where he would have failed but for you. 

Don’t snub him. Don’t depreciate his abil- 
ity. Don’ttalk discouragingly about his fu- 
ture. Don’t let Miriam get down off the bank 
of the Nile and wade out and upset the ark of 
bulrushes,. Don’t tease him. Brothers and 
sisters do not consider it any harm to tease. 
That spirit abroad in the family is one of the 
meanest and most devilish. There is a teas- 
ing thatis pleastrable and is only another 
form of innocent raillery, but that which pro- 
vOkes and irritatesand makes the eye flush 
with anger is to be reprehended, It would be 
less blamewo:thy totakea bunch of thorns 
and draw them across your sister's check, or 
to take a knife and draw its sharp edge across 
your brother's hand till the blood 
spurts, forthat would damage only the body. 
but teasing is the thorn and the knife 
ecratching and Jacerating the disposition and 
the soul. It is the curse of innumerable house- 
holds that the brothers tease the sisters .nd the 
sisters the brothers. Sometimes it is the colon 
of the hair, or the shape of the features, or an 
aflair of the heart. Sometimes it is by reveal- 
ing a secret, or by a suggestive look, or a guf- 
faw, or an “Ahem!” Tease! Tease! Tease! For 
God's sake quit it. Christ says, ‘ile that 
hateth his brother is a murderer.” Now, when 
you, by teasing. make your brother or siste: 
hate, you turn him or her into a murderer or 
murderers. — 

Don’t let jealously ever touch a sister’s soul, 
as itso often does, because her brother gets 
more honoror more means. Even Miriam, 
the heroine of the text, was struck by that 
evil passion of jealously. She had possessed 
unlimited influence over Moses, and now he 
marries, and notonly so but marries a black 
woman from Ethiopia, and Miriam is so dis- 
gusted and outraged at Moses, first because he 
had married at all, and next, because he had 
practiced miscegenation, that she is drawn 
into a frenzy, and then begins to turn white, 
and gets white asa corpse,and thgn whiter 
than acorpse. Her complexion is like chalk: 
the fact is, she has the Egyptian leprosy. And 
now the brother whom she had defended on 
the Nile, comes to her reseue, in a prayer that 
brings her restoration. Let there be no room 
in all your house for jealously either to sit or 
stand. It is a leprous abomination. Your 
brother’s success, Oh, sisters, is your success. 
His victories will be your victories. For, 
while Moses, the brother, led the vocal music 
after the crossing of the Red Sea, Miriam, the 
sister, with two glittering sheets of brass up- 
lifted and glittering in the sun, led the instrn- 
mental music, clapping the cymbals till the 
last frightened neigh of pursuing cavalry horse 
was smothered in the wave, and thelast Egyp- 
tian helmet went under. 

How strong it makes a family when all the 
sisters and brothers stand together, and what 
an awful wreck when they disintegrate, quar- 
relling abouta father’s will and making the 
su rrogate’s office horrible with their wrangle 
Better when you were little children in the 
nursery that with your playhouse mallets you 
had accidentally killed each other. fighting 
across your cradle, than that having come to 
the age of maturity and having in your veins 
and arteries the blood of the same father and 
mother, you fight each other across the paren- 
tal grave in the cemetery. 

_If you only knew it, your interests are iden- 
tieal. Ofall the families of the earth that 
ever stood together, perhaps the most conspic- 
uous is the family of the Rothschilds. As 
Mayer Anselm Rothschild was about to die iu 
ir]2, he gathered his children about him. 
Anselm, Solomon, Nathan, Charles and James, 
and madethem promise that they would al- 
ways be united on ’change. Obeying that in- 
junction they have been the mightiest power 


on earth, and atthe raising or lowering of 


their sceptre nations have risen or fallen. That 
illustrates how much, on « large scale and for 
selfish purposes, a united family may achieve, 
But suppose that instead of a magnitude of 
dollarsasthe object, it be doing good and 
making salutary impression and raising this 
sunken world, how much more ennobling’ 
Sister, you do your part, and brother will do 
his part. If Miriam wil! lovingly watch the 
boat on the Nile, Moses wi!! when 
leprous disasters strike. 

When father and mother are gone, and they 
soon will be if they have not already made 
exit, the sisterly and fraternal bond- will be 


*the only ligament that will hold the family 


together. How many reasons for your deep 
and unfaltering affection for each other! 
Recked in the same cradle: bent over by the 
same motherly tenderness: toiled for by the 
same father’s weary arm and aching brow; 
with common inheritance of all the family 
secreting and with names given you by parents 
who started you with the highest hopes for 
your happiness and prosperity—I charge you, 
be loving and kind and forgiving. If the sis- 
ter see that the brother never wants a sympa- 
thizer, the brother will see that the 
sister never wants an escort. Oh, if 
the sisters of a household knew through what 
terrific and damning temptations their brother 


goes in this city life. they would hardly sleep 
nights in the anxiety for his salvation! And if 
you would make a holy conspiracy of kind 
words and gentle attentions and earnest pray- 
ers, that would save. his sou! from death aul 
bide a multitude af sins. But let the sister 
dash off in one direction in discipleship of the 
world and the brother flies off in another di- 
rection in dissipation, and it will not be long 
before they will meet again at the iron gate of 
despair, their blistered feet in the hot ashes of 
a consumed lifetime. Alas! that brothers and 
sisters, though living together for years, very 
often cdo not know each other and that they 
see only the imperfections and none of the 
virtues, 

_ General Bauer, of the Russian cavalry, had 
in early life wandered off in the army and the 
family supposed he was dead. After he gain- 
ed a fortune he encamped one day in Husam, 
his native place, and madea banquet, and 
among the great militarymen who were to 
dine, he invited a plain miller and his wife 
who lived near by and who, affrighted, came, 
fearing some harm would be done them. The 
miller and his wife were placed’ one on each 
side of the general at the table. The general 
asked the miller all about his family, and the 
miller said that he hatL two brothers and a sis- 
ter. “No other brothers”’ “My younger 
brother went off with the army many years 
ago and no doubt was long ago killed.” Then 

the general said: “Soldiers Iam this man’s 
younger brother whom he thought was dead.” 

And how loud was the cheer and how warm 

was the embrace ? 

Brother and sister, vou need as much of an 
introduction to each other as they did. You 
do not know each other. You think your 
brother is gouty und cross and queer, and he 
thinks you are selfish and proud and unlovely. 
Both wrong! That brother will be a prince in 
some Woman's eyes, and that sister a queen in 
the estimation of some man. That brother is 
a magnificent fellow, and that sister is a morn- 
ingin June. Come, let us introduce you: 
“Moses, this is Miriam’’ “Miriam, this is 
Moses.” Add seventy-five per cent to your 
present appreciation of each other, and when 
you kiss good morning do not stick up your 
cold cheek, wet from the recent washing, as 
though you hated-to touch cach other’s lips in 
aifectionate caress. Let it have all the fond- 
ness and cordiality of a loving sister’s kiss. 

Make yourself as agreeable and hopeful to 
each other as possible, remembering that soon 
you part. The few years of boyhood and girl- 
hood will soon slip by and you will go out to 
homes of your own, ond intothe battle with 
the world and amid ever changing vicissi- 
tudes, and on paths crossed with graves and 
up steps hard toclimb, and through shadowy ra- 
vines. But, Oh, my God and Saviour! may the 
terminus ofgthe journey be the same as the 
Start, pamely, at father’s and mother’s knee, 
if they have inherited the kingdom. Then, as 
in boyhood and girlhood days, we rushed in 
after the day’s absence with much to tell of 
exciting adventure, and father and mother en- 
joyed the recital as much as we who made it. 
so we shal! on the hillside of heaveu rehearse 
to them ali the scenes of our earthly expedi- 
tion, and they shall welcome us § home, 
as we say, ‘‘l’ather and mother, we have 
come and brought our children with us.” 
The old revival hymn described it with glori- 
Cus Tepetition:

Other statesmen onthe same train ex- 
pressed themselves more freely, andit was gen- 
erally reported at the time that the most loudly 
applauded speech of the trip was a brief one made 
bya sanguine gentleman who spoke as follows: 
“Fellow citizens: If there is to be war, let it 
come. We can he ready im 
ten days, In another ten days 
we {will take Washington. Philadelphia will 
be ours ten days later. In ten days more New 
York will fall into our hand. Boston we don't 
Want because we don’t care for bake beans!’

I appear before you this morning to perform my 
first official act as chaplain of “the Gate City 
Guard.’ 1 appreciaie the honor conferred upon 
me by this company in calling me to this office and 
I have accepted it withthe hope of being able to 
contribute something to their development toward 
that ideal manhood which is set before us in the 
sacred scriptures.

Whether it be to uphold the authority of the com- 

monwealth of Georgia or to defend the republic 

against her foes at home or abroad, they are sol- 
diers ready for duty. Let us hope and fervently 
pray that while they render unto Cwsar the 
thines thai are Ce-sar’s, they may also render unto 

God the things that are God's; and that while they 

serve their country with unitlinching devotion 

they may be heroes and champions in the service 
ofa kingdom, which is not of this world. 

Every man, who is worth anything to the world 
has his ideal. Themusician has his. Theorator 
has his. The painter has his. The mechanic has 
his. To live without an ideal is to live without 
aspiration, without'’a purpose and without power. 
A true ideal is something better than ourselves. 
Itis something better than what we have accom 
plished. It isa vision hovering over us and say- 
ing: “Come up higher, do better than you have 
cone. Be nobler tban you have ever been.’’ 

In the passage which I have selected for my 
text, we have set before us by a divinely inspired 
thinker, the ideal manhood. That ideal is spirit, 
souland body, preserved blameless unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. No one is ever 
better than his ideal. Iffyou deify by the priz2- 
fighter, you will be just as coarse and brutal as 
he. If your ideal isthe dandy, the clothes-wear. 
ing man, a leader inthe art of cosmetics, the cen- 
tral figure of a German club, you will grow up to 
be as worthless ashe. Here, young man, is the 
divine conception of what you should aspire to be. 
You possess three clements of being, body, mind 
and spirit. .To develop and educrte these, to pre- 
serve them, to usethem only in such ways and for 
such purposes as will be helpful tothe world and 
pleasing to'God. This is Paul’sideal life, and he 
who like Paul struggles to reach it, cannot fail to 
become good and happy, and noble and great. 

_The theme which I present for your considera- 
tion this morning is Christian manhood, the devel- 
opment of man’s whole nature into power and ac 
tivity; the training of every part into subordina- 
tion,and harmony the enriching of every part with 
whatever is sweet and generous and genial and 
beautiful. 

There was a time when the world was wild with 
enthusiasm over the statue of Phidian Jupiter; but 
there never has been an there never can be any 
Statue or painting halfso beatiful, half so mag- 
nificent as a living man who hasdeveloped accord- 
ing to the pattern of Jesus Christ. Toattain to this 
manhood we must make the wisest use of the world 
in whieh we now live. There is a great deal of 
partialism among men, and a partialist in any 
cause isapttodoas much harm as good. I once 
had a friend, who, while making a 
special study of dietetics, came to the 
strange conclusion that a man oughtto eat noth- 
ing but shellfish. He made the experiment upou 
himself and theresult was anything but satisfac- 
tory. He learned through an experienced of great 
tribulation the folly of trying to liveona single 
articleof food. You finda man sometimes, who 
thinks that all he needs todoas aChristian isto 
set his affections on things above, to segregate 
himself from the multitude, and live alone in 
commupbion with the invisible, to fastand medi- 
taie and pray. 

Such aman isa partialist. He sees only one 
side of a greatand many sided truth, and acting 
in the light of mere fragments of truth, his life 
furnishes a very feeble argnment for the Christian 
religion. We ought to get our affections on things 
above, and live with reference to the life to 
come, but nocan do that without bestowing a 
vast dealof thought and ajifectiou upon things 
below, and without giving a very great share of 
his time to the interest of the life that nowis,

All the means for developing man physically, 
intellectually and spiritually are in this material 
and visable world. We cannot make these bodies 
subsist on angel’s food. They are not fed with in- 
visible and impa)pable things. They demand ma- 
terial diet, and that is found only in this world. 
Muscle is ‘developed not by wrestling with 
angels but with men: not by climbing the lad- 
der Jacob saw, but ladders which 
material bands can grasp, and on which materia! 
feetcan rest. All the mcans of promoting the 
growth, breadth, comfort and beauty of our bodies 
are in this world. Ifthen, the preservation of the 
body is a part of Christian duty, and is indispensa- 
bie to Christian manhood, we should not despise 
the world, but appreciate it,and use it for our good. 
The means for preserving and developing the 
mind are all within the sublumary sphere, Our 
schoojhouses are not on the stars, but here. Our 
teachers are not there but here. Our books are 
not there but here, If we would be- 
come asintellectual beings what God in His word 
requires us tobe, we must make diligent nse of the 
means provided for usin thisworld. The boy who 
depends upon the departed spirit of Sir Wm. Ham- 
iltontoteach him philosophy will get left in 
the race for collegiate honors He who calls up the 
ghostof his grandfather inorning by morning to 
solve his intellectual problem wil! live in igno- 
rance and die a fool. When we get to the spirit 
world it will be soon enough to consult the spirits. 
While we tarry in this lower realm, we must be 
taught by beings who have fiesh and bones. The 
means of mora) and spiritual growtb are also with- 
in the horizon of earth and time. [tis true, that 
we are born from above: born of the spirit, Re- 

eneration and Sanctification are the work of Gx. 

utGod works on our moral and spiritual natures 
through means and instrumentalities that belong 
tothisworld. We have not to ascend into heaven 
nor descend intothe grave, for what we want. 
The means of our salvation and vur growth in all 
that enters into Christian manhood, are at hand. 
They are a}! about us, and are accessible every day 
and hour. These means are manifold. Churehes, 
Sunday schools, ministers of the gospel, and reli- 
gious books, are among them, but there are thou- 
sands betides these. ‘‘All thingz work together 
for good tothem that love God.’’ The whole econ- 
omy of God inthis lower world is educatory. 1S 
disciplinary, is intended to develop and enoble 
man, and preparé him for the grander scenes and 
activities of the life to come. The _  mu!ti- 
plied duties the ten thousand industries 
of life, the toils and strifes and pains balons to the 
divine pian by which we are to be chisele into 
final form and beauty. The apostle says, ‘‘Count 
it all joy when ye fallinto divers trials.’’ Virtue 
is strengthened only by contact with temptation. 
Courage grows only in the presence of danger. Pa- 
tience is developed only by suffering. Hopeis 
most active under a canopy of darkness. Faith 
rises from feebleness into power when there are 
chasms to be bridged and mountains to be moved. 
“What anvils rung! 
What hammers peat! 
In what a forge! 
In what a heat! 
Were shaped the 
Anchors of our souls!’

ner under a sky, across w no shadow fiits, 
and shouting with rapturous joy: “I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my course 
have kept the faith. Henceforth there is laid up 
iormeacrown.” This world is a great workshop, 
ard in it there are tools and a bench for every 
mortal men. Within this workshop, at the benc 
and with the tools best suited to his pecutiar gifts 
and aptitudes, each man is to perform his divinely 
appointed task, and develop in all those virtues 
which give richness, beanty and completeness to 
character, and fitness for the world above. The 
manhood, young genticmen, to which I would 
have you aspire must be sought out only in sane- 
tuaries and on holy days, and by means which are 
commonly designated as religious, but in your 
daily vocation and by means which the world cails 
secular. Some of you, I sup , have chosen the 
law as your profession and usiness. If you are 
adapted to it by natural capacity and taste, 
that isthe bench to which youn are ew#ied and at 
which youare to serve vour day and generation, 
according to the will ofGod. That is the sphere 
in which you are to use and preserve blameless, 
spirit and soul and body. untothe coming of Jesus 
Christ. Ifitis not asphere for which you have 
the requisite aptitudes, let me beseech yeu to quit 
it, for its sake as wel] as yourown. I know a regi- 
ment of men in that profession who might retire 
from it withontdetriment, vitherto the cause of 
justice or humanity. If you enter a pursuit to 
which you are not suited by natural endowment, 
you must either starve or resort to methods for suc- 
cess Which are unlawful and dishonorable. The 
law is a noble proression, and it furnishesan ex- 
cellent school] for the cuitivation and exercise of 
every virtue that belongs to Christian manhood. 
It bas its temptations, but without them it would 
not be a school of virtue. Ifaman has a genius 
for jying, hecan find at the bara splendid arena 
forits display. Thereis no spherein which he 
can sooner develop into monumental propor- 
tions. Butthe same temptations which corrupt 
and destroy some men, will inspire others witha 
truer and loitier devotion ‘to ol At the bar, 
where thousands have abandoned themselves to a 
career of deception and fraud, there have stood 
men who were the very soul of honor, and whose 
fealty to Christian principle was unshaken from 
first tolast. ITsee men in that profession today 
who have mastered themselves and the word. 
men who walk with Gud in the daily duties of 
their vocation, whose influences for good is regal, 
and whose light goes out into all the world, Some 
of you may be called to the business of legislation, 
ofstatesmanship. Here too the temptations to 
wrong doing are numerous ard powerful. If there 
is one character to whom the Devil sticks closer 
than another, itisthe average congressman. He 
gets up with him in the morning, abides with him 
through the ‘day, and goes to bed with 
him fat night, if I were called upon 
to find the man in whom and upon whom the 
werkmanship of Satan is most complete, I would 
Start to Washington tomorrow. But if in that 
temple erectedto truth and justice and freedom 
there are men who would make it a den of thieves, 
there are other men who have proved themselves 
worthy of their high and sacred trust, and who 
wouid choose death rather than dishonor. There, 
have stood some of the men who make the moun- 
tains of our moral scenery. In the midst of scenes 
that tried mens’ souls, once stood the majestic 
form of Henry Clay,the man who gave utterance 
tothat sentiment which will go sounding down 
the ages tothe very end of time, ‘I would rather 
be right than be president.’’ He was a statesinan, 
“And yeta friend to truth in soul sincere, In 
action faithful and in honor clear.’’

There once stood the mighty Webster whose 
words were like lightnings leaping from the arm 
of’ Jove, the man who, when at the zenith of his 
power and fame, was heard to say, ‘“‘There is no 
thought that {impresses me so profoundly as the 
thought of my responsibility to God. 

liow great his life' how sublime his death! A 
distinguished citizen of Atlanta whose own public 
career furnished a bright illustration of Christian 
statesmanship, waSa member of congress when 
Webster died. He closed a memorial address be- 
fore the house of representatives 
with these eloquent,, words: ‘The last 
hours of the lifeofthe dying statesman resembled 
& gorgeous sunset, not the going down of a tropical 
sun, in clouded splendor, but thesun sinking be- 
hind the Alps kindling upon every mountain peak, 
a blaze of glory and pouring a flood of golden light 
upon the clouds which hung their solemn drapery 
about his dying couch.’ 

There once stood the high browed Carolinian, 
John CC, Calhoun, @ man whose intellect was dia- 
mond pointed, whose logic was unanswerable and 
whose simple eloquence I would liken to a granite 
column with asolitary wreath around it; a man 
who was as pure in heart as he was mightyin 
mind:a man who made no compromise with error, 
who was never flattered off or frightened off from 
what he believed to be truth and right; aman who 
bowed before the cross of Christ with the faith ofa 
little child. 

‘There once stood the great Georgian, whose 
beautiful statue will soon be unveiled, and whose 
great genius and virtue will becelebrated by his 
admiring and grateful countrymen. 

These men were Christians,and they have demon- 
strated that the virtues which make Christian 
manhood may grow~ and flourish in legislative 
halls as well asin temples of worship. 

Perhaps the greatest of living statesmen is the 
present prime minister of Great Britain. He re- 
cently uttered a sentiment which reveals the basis, 
the very substratum of his almost peerless 
chayacter. Said he: “Duty is a power 
which  rfses with us in the morn 
ing and goes to rest with us at 
night. It is co-extensive with the action of our 
intelligence. It is the shadow that cleaves to us, 
go wherever we will, and only leavesus when we 
leave the light of right.’’ 

Where will you finda man in the councils ofa 
nation or elsewhere who has come nearer presery 
ing spirit and soul and body blameless to the com 
ing of Jesus Christ? Gentlemen of thé Gate City 
Guard, a soldier’s life may be a Christian life. 
There is no reason why men in serving their coun- 
try on the tented field shouid not keep themselves 
unspotted from the world, and obtain great emi 
nence in Christian virtues. On the roll of Christ- 
ian worthless and heroes, we find the names of 
thousands who have carried the sword in defense 
of country and freedom. Cromwell and Havelock 
and STONEWALL JACKSON were typical soldiers, 
end they were typical Christians. They tought 
and sacrificedjand suffered ‘‘as seeing Him who 
is invisible.’’ They set the Lord before them in 
all things, and preserved themselves blameless 
unio the coming of Jesus Christ. 

The whole range of pre wl does not present a 
character more symmetrical and compicte than 
that of Robert FE. Lee. His qualities were so hap 
pily blended and nicely harmonized as to make a) 
almost perfect man. 

Phidias proposed to make a statue of Alexander 
out of Mount Athos, a statue holding inone handa 
beautiful river Jembe!lished with bridges and vil- 
lages,and in the other hand a superb City, sus- 
pended bétween the grandeur of earth 
and the glor of Heaven. Could he 
have executed his conception, it would have 
surpassed the walls of Babylon, the pyramids of 
Egypt, or the colossus of Rhodes. Such was the 
tribute which the great artist believed his hero 
worthy to receive. A hero he was, but not ofa 
type which divine wisdom commends. After he 
bad climbed the dizzy heights of his ambitions, 
and looked down upon a conquered world he died 
in the midst ofashameful debauch. He was mon- 
arch of al] things but himself. 

Thereis an inward rule, a government of the 
thoughts and passions which is an object of loftier 
ambition than the possession ot any earthly crown 
or kingdom. He whorules himself and holds the 
castle of his own inner be- 
ing against every outward foe 
is the only real potentate. Such a man was Robert 
R Lee. Unto what shall I compare his departure 
from this world? You have seen the sun in the wes 
tern sky, When it was like a giant emerald set in 
sapphire and then like a distant illumination of a 
cea of glory’ and lastly like a golden gateway into 
a world of cherubim. Untothat would I compare 
the passing away ofjthis kingly, Christiy man. 

Young gentlemen, your country is worthy of all 
that youean bring to her aliar. This is “the 
beunteous birthland of the free, where wanderers 
from afar may come to breathe the air of liberty-”’ 
Thisisthe land of promise which the ancient 
prophets saw in visions ofthe night. Toher the 
God of nations has committed the sublime task of 
working out the great problem of self government, 
and of leading the world onward and upward to 
that ideal state of purtiy, wg rome g happiness, 
and glory, which has been the theme of prephecy 
and song for three thousand years. The flag which 
bas been committed to your hends isthe symbol of 
truths that lie at the very core of our blessed 
Christianity. Its stars are the hope of the world; 
its stripes for the healing of the nations. To the 
altar of such & country you should come with clean 
hands and clean hearts. To the service of such a 
country you should bring a noble manhood. For 
the good and glory of such a country you should 
preserve blameless your spirit, soul and body, unto 
the coming of Jesus Christ. :

callon the name of the Lord shall be saved.”’ 
‘Him that cometh onto me! willin no wise cast 
out.” How much are these promises worth? How 
much would you take to have one ofthem stricken 
from the word of God’ But there are thousands of 
them as valuable as these, hencethey are precious. 
So precious and valuable that they make ever) 
one of God’s people rich; more than millionaire<, 
though they may not have a foot of ground or a 
shelter for their heads Are they not promises 
tO pay and arethey not weil secured, and will 
they not all be honored when due’ Arethey not 
incalculable in value? More than that they are 
inexhaustabie, for when we “ask and receive” the 
promise remains asit was before undiminished 
though used every day of our three score years an! 
ten. They are certain of fulfillment regardless of 
all circumstances. They neverrun out. They are 
just as good today es when they were first given 
out thousands of years ago. They are certain of 
fultillment forevery member of the human race 
who will accept them, ‘Whosoever will,” is their 
address. 

In view of these promises we should live in 
their enjoyment; we should make use of the great 
riches at our disposal and live like princes, not 
beggars, und show to the unconverted world how 
adorned and blessea is the life of the Christian 
that it might attract, mot repel. 


At the First Methodist. 

Atthe lirst Methodist yesterday, Rey. W. I. 
Glenn preached from the text in Mathew, 1S: 1. 
‘Who is the greatest in the kingdom of heaven””’ 

The‘world wants to know who is}the greatest and 
its life is a perpetual iniuiry, ‘‘Am I the greatest?” 
‘Shall I be the greatest’ The kingdom of heaven 
would know, who is the least. This desire for pre- 
cedence has been a great curse to the world, 
in that it has agitated and rendered abnormal and 
unhappy so many thousands of lives. It has array- 
ed cities, nations and churches against each other, 
thereby destroying the corditions necessary for 
mutual helpfulness. The spirit of it is the very 
antipode of the spirit of the kingdom of heaven, 
that kingdom which God is seeking to establish 
and which we all feel ought to be established, 

It is remarkable, that however we may seek su- 
premacy here, we rarely, if ever, think of it incon 
nection with our ideal of heaven. In childhood 
there is an ideal manhood in this life which is pure 
aud unselfish and helpful to al) aronnd us. In 
manhood we are disposed to push this ideal state 
into the great beyond: and wedo not wish that 
the spirit, the corrupting spirit, of this question to 
enter these. Wewant heaven kept from all such 
impurities. Wemay be ever so desirous of being 
first in society, or business, orstate: or we may even 
wish to be first as mernsbers of the church, or be re- 
garded as the grcaicst and most popular preach- 
ers, or that our epurch should out- 
ate all othe:s iia worldly honors 
and?fposition, and allthat. Butwe are conscious 
allthetime tbat inthis there is something low 
and carnal andthatis fatal to the spirit of the 
masters kingdom. It is earthly honor and prefer 
ment that we are afterand not heavenly. Even 
in our ideal of the kingdom on earth there is none 
of that selfish desire for priority. George III, at 
his coronation, after being anointed and crowned 
was approached by the archbishops to be led to 
the holy communion. He stopped to lay off his 
crown, andto havethe queen do the same, for 
said he, “I cannot go hefore the king of kings-as 
any other than avery humble Christian.” 

The disciples, you remember, were ashamed for 
the master to know that they were disputing by 
the way as to who should be greatest in the king- 
dom, and only confessed their weakness after 
close questioning. And the lesson which they 
had from the Saviour at thattime is as alarming 
today asit wasthen. He sat the little childrenin 
their midst and said: “Except ye be converted 
and become as little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom ofheaven.’’ ‘As long as this 
spirit isin you, you need regeneration, and the 
question for you is, not whether you shall be 
greatest, but whether you can enter the kingdom 
at all.” 

And then He taught them the grand paradox of 
the kingdom, that to be first &nd greatest, they 
must be last and least. ‘‘Humble yourselves as lit- 
tlechildren and you shall become greatest in mf 
kingdom.”’ No grander thought hasever been pro 
jected into the mind of man. It isone that expells 
all that is narrow and debasing and takes hold on 
all thatis noble, elevating and enlarging. It is 
often very hard to get our consent to be little and 
unknown: to live out of sight that we might bring 
into sight.the great forcesthatthe world needs. ’Tis 
hard for the little acorn toconsenttobe buried in 
the earth and decay. It thus loses, apparently, 
both its identity and life. Hut the acorn knows 
thatthe giant oak is much grander and more 
useful than its little self. 

The world knows that there is no greater mark 
of weakness and emptiness than a constant push 
for prominence in life’s stations, It knows, too, 
that the great productive forces are ever to be 
coupled with childhood’s simplicity and humility. 
God is sceking ever to establish his fatherhood and 
our brotherhood, and to iufuse into all of our con- 
duct the life of this happy, heavenly relation. We 
can never enter upon our highest interests until 
we enter heartily into the establishing of this great 
wolk of Ilis, 


At the Church of Christ. 

Elder T. M. Harris, pastor of the church of 
Christ, on Hunter street. preached from the follow- 
ing text yesterday : ‘‘Who hath delivered us from 
ihe power of darkness and hath translated us into 
the kingdom of his dear Son.”’ 

The term ‘‘Translation’’ means to remove out of 
one place, state or condition into another place, 
state or condition. 1n the Scriptures we have an 
account of two remarkable translations—one of 
Enoch and the other of Elijah. They were remoy- 
ed from or out of this earth lifeinto heaven. In 
our text we have an account of another transia- 
tion, not from this earth life into heaven, but a 
translation out of the kingdom of darkness into 
june kingdom of light. From Satan to God. From 
the power of darkness into the kingdom of God’s 
dearfon. It is about this translation I propose to 
speak particularly. The members of the church of 
Collossis were at one time citizens of the kingdom 
of darkness—of Satan and of sin. Something had 
occurred that took them out of this kingdom and 
mace them citizens of the kingdom of light. This 
going over from one kingdom to the other, the 
Changing of citizenship from one _ king- 
dom to the other is called translation 
in ourtext. That you may fully understand this 
change the apostle presents for our contemplation 
two kipgdoms: One is the kingdom of darkness. 
Over this kingdom Satan reigns. He hashisangels 
that do his bidding, and all the wicked men and 
women of earth are his citizens. Inthis kingdom 
is evil only—sin and uncleanness and every false 
way. The other kingdom is the kingdom of light, 
of God’s dear son. The ruler of this kingdom is 
Jesus the Christ. He bas his angels that serve him 
day and night, and they minister to the heirs of 
salvation, and all the good men and women on 
earth are the citizens of his kingdom. In this 
kingdom is good only—righteousness, holiness, 
truth and love. These kingdoms are at war with 
each other, a wowed uncompromising war, where 
peace is impossible between them. and the war 
can a end in the destruction, annihilation, or 
the final and complete subjugation of one to the 
other. The kingdom of God's dear son was set up 
in the days of the ‘Csars.’ God had promised by 
his boly prophets that he would set up on this 
earth this kingdom, and that all peoples and kin- 
dreds and tongues should become citizens in it; 
that it should extend from the rivers to the end of 
the earth, and that it should cover the earth as the 
‘waters cover the sea.’”’ 

Of the Ruler kingdom of darkness we can sa 
that He was once in heaven, and that throug 
pride He fell from His high estate, and was permit- 
ted to come to this carth of oursand that he gained 
a fearfulascendency over our race.and that He has 
held a — part of the human family unéer sub- 
jection tillthisday. Heiscalled the “prince of 
this world, the adversary, that old serpent, Satan. 
That Satan is a person the careful y of Eve's 
templation, the trial of Job and the temptation of 
our Savior will satisfy the reasonable. And that 
He holds dominion over His angels and over the 
wicked men an¢ women of earth none een doubt. 
These two kingdoms—theirrulers and citizens are 


| 7 deadly array. To persuade one person to leave 


he kingdom of darkness and to become a citizen 
of the kingdom of light—the whole process of com- 
ing Over from one to the other is led translation 
in Our text. Jt issometimes called regeneration. 
‘The new birth andconversion. All these are de- 
ecriptive terms, and are intended to describe the 
process of a change of citizenship—of a translation 
of a human being from the kingdom of darkness 
intothe kingdom of light. Paul is the writer of 
this epistle, in which it is declared that the mem- 
bers of the Collosian church had _ been 
translated out of the kindom of dark- 
ness into the kingdom of light, and it is believed 
by many that these people first heard the gospel 
from Paul, it is well to enquire into his authority 
for this declaration. Paul declared before Kiag 
Agrippa that he was specially commissioned by 
Jesus Christ, the ruler of the kingdom of light, and 
sent to these people (the Gentiles as well as the 
Jews)to persuade them to become citizens of Christ's 
kingdom. In his celebrated defense before Agrip 
pe. Act 26, he showed that this change was to be 

rought about “hy faith that is in Christ.” After 
this faith he showed to the Jews and then to the 
Gentiles that they <hould ‘repent’ and turn to 
God. In baptism the final act of turning is com- 
plete. The opening of the eyes by preaching the 
gospel to them, the “repentance untolife,” andthe 
final turbing to God in obedience was the terms of 
Paul's commission. Now, if Paul was the preacaer 
to the Coliosians, and their translation was accor- 
ding to the terms of his commission. then we should 
expect to tind in their case the opening of their 
eyes, first. by hearing the gospel preached to them, 
then faith, then repentance, and then baptism 

By an eXamination of his letter we find, first, 

they, beard ‘the word of the truth of thejgoxpel,”’ 
and that it produced in them the same fruit it did 
in others.” “th and 6th verses. Then he calls them 
the faithful brethren, and that they were establish- 
ed in the fait} -d chapter, 5, 7. Then 
they had by the “cirenmeision of 
Christ, : is repentance, put away 
the body ofthe sins of the flesh.” 2d chapter 11 
“They had put otf the old man with his deeds,” this 
is the true relormation or repentance. And then 
“They were buried with him in baptism.’’ 24 chap 
terj2: Firstthey had their eyes opened by the 
gospel, then they were established in the faith, 
theu they put off the whole body of sins by repent- 
ance Or Circumcision of Christ, and then they were 
buried with Christ in baptism. This completes the 
process of translation out of Satan's kingdom into 
the kingdom of God’s dear Son. In the Scripture 
we have an allusion tothe ark and the flood asa 
bapusm. This can be true only in its transitional 
fense. It took Noah out of the old world and trans 

lated bim into the new. The passage of the Red 
sea is Called a baptism in its transitional sense. It 
took the Israelites out of a state of bondage intoa 
state of liberty.from Pharaoh and Egypt and slavery 
to Moses end liberty and the promised land. Our 
Savior calls his crucifixion a vaptism only in its 
trensilional sense. The death on the cross took 
Him out of this life where there wassin and surfter- 
ingand death, to heaven and glory and God. So 
does baptism take us out of Satan’s kingdom into 
the goo of God’s dear Son. With the eyes 
opened by the gospel, the heart and life changed 
by faith and rep. transiating us

As usual the church was crowded, with chairs in 
tne aisle. Rey, J. W. Lee, the pastor, held this 
large audience for nearly an hour interested in a 
plain, practicable, yet powerful and eloquent ser- 
mon on the subject of ‘‘the Reign of God in the Hu- 
man Will,’’ fromthe text, ‘‘Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord.”’

What 
we needis geology in accordance with the facts 
of the earth’s structure and age, Chemistry in ac- 
cordance with the facts ofthe earth’s constituent 
elements. Astronomy in accordunce with the facts 
of celestial order and motion, Biology in accord 
ance with the facts of animal growth and classi- 
fication. and most of allatheology in accordance 
with the facts of (,od, of man, of sin, aud the eter- 
nel future. Most of the theology of the pastas 
most of the science of the past has 
heen out of harmony with the 
facts, Augustine's theology pit infants 
in hell not a spen Jong. is no fact in the 
universe Corresponding t his. John Calvin's 
ironcjad, awful theology is all outof harmouy 
with the facts. Geaicannot travel through false 
views Without denying bis nature. His paihs 
must be made straight. 

Fourth. Man must prepare the way for God to 
come into human hearts, and motives and conuvic- 
tions.

When the 
particles composing a piece of mud from the street 
are thrown together without law or order, the light 
will not enter it, norshine through it, but when 
they are arranged by the subtle power of cristali- 
zation in accordance with their appropriate laws, 
then the light penetrates it, and shines throught it.

George W. Barton, the convict, was yester- 
day transferred from the South Atlanta to 
the North Atlanta camp, and today while at 
work in chains and stripes will hear the 
shouts of the happy audience at the baseball 


park. 

Barton’s wife is still in the city, stopping 
with a lady on Loyd street. 

In Mrs. Barton another case of the absolute 
devotion of a wife to her husband is found. 
Mrs. Barton is handsome, educated and re- 
fined, and during her short stay in the city has 
won the respect, confidence and sympathy of 
all with whom she has come in contact. 
Though 

THE WIFE OF A CONVICT, 
she iscertainlya lady and about hera sad 
story can be woven. Mrs. Barton is about 
twenty-two years of age. Sheisfivefeet and 
an inch tall, will weigh one hundred and forty 
pounds and is graceful in all her motions. She 
has an attractive, intelligent, pretty face. Her 
eyes area deep blueand a wealth of golden 
hair fall carelessly about her shoulders. Her 
teeth are as even andgwhite as can be, and al- 
together she is decidedly handsome. She talks 
in a well modulated tone and uses excellent 
language. Mrs. Barton married the man who 
is now serving the term in the chain gang. 
About three years ago Barton is 
YOUNG AND HANDSOME, 
and the couple was decided an attractive one. 
Their marriage, however, was not sanctioned 
by Barton’s father, but nevertheless it was a 
happy one until a few months ago. Barton’s 
father lives in New York, and is well off. He 
holds now in trust considerable property for 
his children,which they will possess when the 
youngest child, now fifteen years of age, at- 
tains her majority. After his marriage, Bar- 
ton lived in New York and Chicago. He isa 
young man of good business qualifications, 
but succeeded only moderately well. Last 
fall he lett his wife to come 
SOUTH ON A PROSPECTING TOUR, 
and it was on this tour that he was arrested in 
Atianta. When Barton was arrested he de- 
chned to communicate with his family, but 
after his sentence he wrote to a friend named 
Johnson. Johnson came te Atlanta, and 
when be saw Barton's situation, telegraphed 
to Mrs. Barton, who reached Atlanta on the 
day after her husband was transfered from 
the jail tothe chaingang. The meeting be- 
tween [barton and his wife at the convict camp 
was touching and sad. The wife was horrified 
at tinding her husband, the man she loved, in 
chains and stripes. She had always found him 
honest and faithful, and when hetold her 
that his 
MONEY HAD REEN EXHAUSTED 
and that he bad tried to makea raise in the 
manner he did, she upbraided him for it, but 
when Barton assured her that it was his first 
fault,and only offense,she remembered his good 
reputation of the pastand believed him. After 
the grief and the anguish in the meeting was 
over, Mrs. Barton and her convict husband 
began devising plans for his release. Barton 
finally consented that his wife shonid go to 
his father and try to get the money. Mrs. 
Barton then left her husband and going toa 
pawn shop secured a loan on 
A PAIR OF DIAMOND EAR RINGS 
her husband had given her when they were 
married, With thisshe went to New York, 
and calling upon her father-in-law, laid the 
case before him, The old man, however, de- 
clined to do anything, saying that he would 
come to Atlanta soon and see what could be 
done. Mrs, Barton then gave up a diamond 
ring, and with the money came back to At- 
Janta. Her heart was heavy and almost 
broken, but with a pleasant smile she met her 
husband and told the disappointing news. 
Barton then thought it would be better to 
send his friend Johnson to New York, and 
again the devoted wife went to the pawn shop 
and gave up 
A HANDSOME SEALSKIN SACK, 
the last valuable article she had and giving 
the money to Johnson; started him on histjour- 
ney. Johnson found the old man just as ob- 
durateaswhen Mrs, Barton met him, He 
finally agreed to advance the money on the 
property if his convict son would transfer the 
title, but when Barton signified his willing- 
less to dothisthe old man declined®to* give 
up}?more than $400 and tinally refused to 
do that much. This left no hope for the con- 
vict and his wife. 

When Mrs. Barton heard that her husband’s 
family failed her, she’ wished herseif dead, 
but she never showed her feelings to her hus- 
band. Yesterday she decided toatttmopt 

TO SECURE A PARDON 

for her husband and with this object in view 
cailed upon Chief Connolly. The chief is fa- 
miliar with all the facts connected with Bar- 
ton’s ofiense, arrest and conviction and inform- 
ed Mrs. Barton that he would sign a petition 
for her husband's pardon because he believed 
that he had suffered enough. This morning 
Mrs. Barton wl!l give the mattera definite 
shape. 

Since Mrs. Barton bas, been stopping in At- 
lauta she has been boarding with Mrs.G. L. 
Reeves, a lady well known in Atlantaasa 
Christian wowan. Last night Mrs. Reeves 
said: 

*] never felt so sorry fora poor creature in 
my life. Why 

THAT WOMAN WILL DIE 

if her husband is not released. Her nervous 
system is now wrecked and the least thing 
tbrows her into aspasm. The manmay have 
done wrong but she loves him witha love re- 
markably pure and devoted. Ihave saved 
her life a half dozen lines since she has been 
with me. She isa good woman, and since being 
with me has conducted herself in a model way. 
She walks out to the camp every day—poor 
thing, she cannot Afford a carriage --and has to 
cheer her busband up. She always carries him 
a emile, and then when she comes back she 
nearly dies. Oh, if I was rich I'd pay him 
out in a minute, and make her poor heart glad 
once more.”

KNOCKED OFF THE RAIL. 


Bud Dunaway Comes to Town and Takes Too 
Much Liquor, 


Bud Dunaway, 2 well known character 
about town, had a hairbreadth escape from in- 
stant and horrible death, yesterday morning 
about three o’clock, on the Georgia railroad 


k. 

As itis, Dunaway may die from the injuries 
he received. 

Dunaway lives out of the city about three 
miles. His home is near the Georgia railroad 
track, and in going tohis home, and coming 
into the city, he usually - 

WALKED UPON THE RAILROA 
bed. Yesterday afterhoon Dunaway was in 
town. He has always been fond of liquor, 
and during the early part of the night drank 
freely. Like many other men, Dunaway never 
knew when to stop after taking the first drink, 
and it was not until the clock struck twelve, 
and the saloon doors were closed, that he let 
up on liquor. Then Dunaway started home. 
The last seen of him was on Decatur street, 
near the cemetery. He was then crossing the 
street going towards the railroad track. After 
reaching the track Dunaway struck out for 
home, but when near the Fulton cotton factory 
sat down On the end of a cross-tie. He was 
THOROUGHLY STEEPED IN LIQUOR 

and as he quit moving a drowsy feeling began 
to creep over him, and in a few minutes he 
was asleep. 

About three o’clock, through freight No. 5, 
on the Georgia road rounded the curve below 
the cotton factory and with a good speed moved 
over the down grade towards the city. The 
engineer, Mr. Street, was sitting on his-side 
of the engine with his hand on the lever, 
thinking of the pleasant restj he was soon 
to enjoy, when all at once his agreeable 
thoughts were checked by the sight of a man 
sitting on the track. The engine was then 

CLOSE UPON THE MAN 
and there was neither time or room to stop. 
The engineer realized ail thisat a glance and 
while he reversed his engine with one hand 
he pulled the chord which opens 
the whistle with the _ other. The 
shrill blasts resounded through the air, 
but did not arouse the sleeping man and in 
almost before the echodied away, the engine 
struck him. Astheengine hit the man it 
lifted him clear off the ground and tossed him 
away from the track. Then the train rolled 
on apiece and stopped. Conductor Page was 
quickly told that a man had been 
KNOCKED OFF THE TRACK, 

and with lantern in hand he hurried back. 
Before going far he came upon the man, whom 
he recognized as Bud Dunaway. Dunaway 
was in an unconscious coudition. The side of 
his face was covered with blood and a stream 
was still running from a long, ugly wound on 
the right side of his face, just above the tem- 
ple. Conductor Page had the man. placed in 
the er, and when histrain reached the freight 
depo . had the engine to hitch to the cab aud 
drav. it tothe union depot. 

When the cab reached = the 
Conductor Page reported’ the 
at police headquarters. Captain Moon 

THE INJURED MAN 

placed in a hack and taken to Dr. Westmore- 
land and Howell’s office, but these gentleman 
declined to do anything for the injured man, 
asserting that the (Georgia railroad company 
would not allow any pay for the surgical at- 
tention. (aptain Moon then carried the man 
to police headquarters and sent a messenger to 
Mr. Werner, the local agent of the road. The 
messenger informed Mr. Werner of the acci- 
dent and asked him to havea physician sent 
to police headquarters. Mr. Werner informed 
the messenger that the railroad company 
would not allow him to do anything of the 
kind and that the ofticer had _ forbidden 
it. This left the injured man on 
the city’s hand. Dr. Van 
Goidtsnoven, one of the city physicians, was 
called in andfexamined the wounds. Thejengine 
struck Dunaway on the right side of the face. 
The lick was a terrible one and fractured the 
skull in addition to cutting the skin open. 
The entire right side of the face was terribly 
bruised, and when the man reached the depot 
his right eye had closed. The cheek and side 
of the face were swollen out of all shape and 
were black and blue. His faee and hands 
were thick with blood. I)r. Van Goidtsnovan 
gave the head acareful examination and dis 
coverod that the skull was crushed in tr 

He then did what he could for t 

man, and about ten o'clock he was removed 
to the Ivy street hospital where he was _ rest- 
ing easy last night. Late yesterdsy afternoon 
the physicians thought he would pull through 
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A Card. 

The Orphans’ home at Decatur is what its 
name indicates, a home for destitute orphans. Its 
government is family government, its discipline is 
tamily discipline:and as in every well regulated 
familyin which there are small children, it is un- 
derstood that, for di-obedience, untruthfulness, or 
any wilful insubordination, resort with be had to 
“the switch’ when other proper expedients fail. 

On this theory of family covernment, public sen 
timentis not directed: and thonghtfut persons will 
ap) eciate in some inea-ure the peculiar difficulties 
in the way ofsuch governn in so large a family 
HS we have at, home, com pos 
a of tt & of cdi introduced junto 
it, in SO many instances, from a 
previous concition of neglect and of evil example. 

jut public sentiment is justly intolerant of any 
vnicasonable severity inthe discipline of such an 
institution or of any who are in loco parentis. II 
is well that this is so, notwithstanding the fact 
that, asin the case of manya good stepmother, 
the very intensity of a just and noodle sentiment 
makes it sometimes liable to magnity prudent and 
needful discipline into crici treatment. Our bome 
bas not been free from the operation of this princi- 
ple. The case of alleged ernelty in the pnnishment 
of one of the boys in the institution, recently pnb- 
lished in THE CONSTITUTION, has caused the man- 
agement of the home to be most severely censured, 
and if the facts were as they seemed to be atthe 
time, to those who were responsible for their pub- 
lication the censure was richly merited. But the 
case bas been carcfully and faithfully investigated 
by the board of trustees called together for the 
purpose, and we find no grounds whatever for 
the supposition that there was any cruelty or 
unreasonable severity in the punishment adminis- 
tered in this or any otherwasre at the home. 

After the closest and most impartial inquiry into 
all the facts connected with the case in question, 
we are thoroughly satistied, and do unquali ly 
assure the public, that there was no indiscretion 
even on the part of the superintendent in the man- 
agement ofthiscase. It was simply a case of 
moderate tlogging witha small switch, adminis- 
tered with deliberation and care, for the good of 
the child andthe maintenance of proper discip- 
line inthe family. And we do hereby unani 
mously reatlirm our entire contidence in the sonnd 
discretion and Christian spirit of the superiu 
tendent. This judgment accords with the weil 
sustained character he has borae 
for twenty-five years, and the universal es 
timate of those who know him and his execeliant 
wife. Butitisat variance with the impressioas 
made by accounts published in THE CONSTITUTION 
and to which such. wide circulation has been given 
throughout the state. We deem it advisable, there 
fore, to make the following statement of facts: 

1. The two boys whoran away from the home 
and went to Powder Springs, were kindly received 
when brought back, aid as they yielded readily to 
the kind admonitions of the superintendent, were 
restored totheir placesinthe family with slight 
punishment. 

2. A short time thereafier, Arthur Harrison, the 
little boy whose case has become so notorious, ran 
away, taking another liitle boy with him. They 
were found in Atlanta in the kecping 
of a colored woman who had had charge of 
Arthur before he was admitted intothe home, As 
this offense was committed so soon after faithful 
harmony against it, both by the superintendeut 
ana the president of the board, who visited the 
home for the purpose, it was insisted upon by the 
executive committee that the offenders should be 
punished. Thisisthe duty of the superintendent 
aid he performed it in this case as any wise fathe: 
would have done—with pain to himself. but econ- 
ecientious fidelity to the good of the boys and the 
Interests of the institution. 

The two boys were punished by the common 
method of flogging with a small switch—a switeh 
not larger in its largest part than a common cedar 
penci). It was in clear evidence before us, that 
nothing in the time or manner or degree of 
the punishment indicated any undue severity. 

As trustees of the Orphans’ home, we beg toassure 
the church end the publicthat we have endeavored 
to concuct this investigation in the spirit which 
would have moved anyone of usin a ease of 
alleged maltreatment of one of our own children: 
and, without di-sent or hesitation, we exonerate 
the ‘uperintendent and approve his management.
